How  will  the  higher  critic  (leal  with 
these  two  narratives  ? Without  the  slight* 
cst  shadow  of  warrant  for  it  in  the  narra- 
tives, singly  or  combined,  the,  higher  critic- 
throws  the  account  into  a problematic 
form,  and  attacks  lwitlt  Luke!  and  Mat- 
thew. He  attempts  to  array  Matthew’s 
account  against  Luke’s,  which,  of  course, 
cannot  be  done  by  any  fair  handling  of  the 
narratives.  Nothing  in  this  world  would 
have  suggested  this  procedure  but  a theory 
sUch  as  the  higher  critic  adopts  jat  the  very 
beginning.  Either  Matthew  is  wrong,  or 
I,ukt|  is  wrong,  he  concludes ; and,  as  sus- 
picion hovers  lietween  the  two,;  Uoth  may 
lx  i^  error.  Such  lx-ing  the  itjaic,  spccu- 
latiye  objections  are  set  up  agjitinst  the 
narratives:  Why  should  Christ  nave  been 
bprrt  in  this  unusual  way  ? Onfe  $f  the  men 
asks,  Is  it  not  wholly  out  of  the  natural 
ordcf?  Is  it  not  likely  that  Luke^  lx-ing de- 
stroys of  making  Christ  as  imposing  aper- 
sou Age  as  possible,  yielded  to  the  tempta- 
tion to  either  admit  this  fiction  tjo  his  nar- 
rfttiVe,  or,  what  is  more  damaging  to  Luke, 
to  have  manufactured  this  nhrrative? 
Theti,  of  course,  John’s  birth  would  be  un- 
natural, his  mother  being  l^yor.d  the  jre- 


critic  does  violence  to  a given  portion  of 
the  Bible  can  Ire  used  against  any  other 
like  portion  of  the  Bible.  I am  aware  that 
the  higher  critic  is  happy  that  he  stops 
short  of  all  this;  but  his  stopping  short  is 
as  arbitrary  ap  his  initial  step.  In  the  sec- 
ond place,  higher  criticism  kills  religion  ; it 
blights  it,  and  no  class  of  men  know  this 
better  than  th<j  higher  critics.  I point  you 
to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  teachers 
and  students  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
in  proof  of  this.  For  one,  I have  never 
^etvgeen  any  school  so  embarrassed  with 
skeptlbipm.  In  the  third  place,  higher  criti- 
cism  is  theologically^  l nitarian.  Now, 
Unit  aria  nisyi  ismot  a fruit  of  the  New  Tes- 
ta merit  flint  itsiilTTn-chwattacks  the  -New 
Testament.  For  fifteen  months  t studied^ 
in  post-graduate  work  at  the  l niversity 
of  Chicago,  whofee  President  has  been,  and 
is  still,  most  active  in  the  propogandism.

What  is  higher  criticism  ? Is  it  investi- 
gation. or  is  it  attack  ? Is  its  controlling 
spirit  the  spirit  of  careful  investigation,  or 
is  it  one  of  unsparing  attack  ? That  de- 
pends on  the  .tnan ; does  it  not  ? Some 
think  so  ; hence  critics  are  called  “conserva- 
t vt"  and  “radical.”  “constructive"  and 
destructive.”  . • — 

It,is  far  from  evident,  when  you  get  at 
facts,  that  a nujii  who.  adopts  the  theory 
of  higher  critjefifm  has  a right  lobe  called 

or  “constructive;” 
^remember  that  a 
work  ac- 
leory.  Higher  criticism  is 
Aid  not  a method ; for  it 
accounts  for  the  Bible  on  the  basis  of  an 
evolution,  and  not  on  the  basis  of  a direct 
Inspirations  . Hold  this  fact  in  your  mind, 
and  it  will  prove  a key  to  the  whole  pro- 
cess ot  higher  criticism.  • 

Every  conceivable  means  is  resorted  to  of 
making  the  entire  Biblical  content  conform 
to  a theory pf  evolution. 

Of  course,  It  wbuld  be  a waste  of  time  to 
consider ’ the  fact  that  higher  critics  are 
usually  men  of  learning;  for  Herbert  Sjien- 
cer  is  such  a man,  and  so  is  the  Pope 
R]>me.  A man’s  intelligence  is  no  guaranty 
against  the  most  skeptical  or  the  most  ir-. 
rational  opinions  in  the  matter  of  religion. 
Absolutely  nothing  is  deducible  from  the 
fact  that  many  eminent  educators  are  higher 
critics ; for  it  is  easy  to  match  every  one  of 
them  with  <pi  eminent  educator  who  is  an 
agnostic.  It  is  vain  to  insist  that,  if  there 
was  nothing  in  higher  criticism,  these  men 
would  not  touch  it,  since  one  may 
appreciate*  the  force  these  educators  fed 
which  proceeds  from  the  strongest  objec- 
tions to  religion.  Can  you  fail  to  appre- 
ciate the  fact  that  higher  critics  generally 
lose  the  spirit  of  Evangelieism  and  face  to- 
ward skepticism  ? A young  • man  who 
breaks  with  orthodox  views  and  embraces 
higher  criticism  finds  himscll  a skeptic  in 
the  act  of  breaking.  Do  not  infer  that  such 
a break  is  sitnply  an  unavoidable  incident 
to  a happy  transformation ; for  some  never 
emerge  front  this-skeptiesm.  It  must  stand 
to  reason,  that,  since  men  enter  a cloud  of 
skepticism  on  abandoning  orthodoxy  and 
embracing  higher  criticism,  higher  criti- 
cism is  not  much  a corrective  to  ortho- 
dox errors,  As  an  opponent  of  religion  ; for 
he  that  .is  chaste  suffers  no  shock  in  becom- 
ig  more  chastij ; he  that  is  godly  suffers 
no  shock  in  liecoming  more  godly. 

It  may  be' replied  that  a man’s  thinking 
undergoes  a radical  reconstruction  in  go- 
ing Over  to  the  Jiigher  critic’s  position,  and 
that  this  reconstruction  diturbs  the  whole 
reljgionsilife.  This  claim  remains  to  be  es- 
- tablishecj,  since  higher  criticism  has  failed 
offer  a system  of  doctrlneHinfamiliar  to 
urv  Do  I ink  state  the  case  exactly,  when 
I saV  that  pfman  passing  from  orthodoxy 
to  higher  criticism  experiences,  ns  his  first 
step  an  almost  prostrating  shock, 
loss  of’ Taim  in  the  Inspiration  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures?  -\

Dr.'D.  [Heagle  is  again  at  the  Southwes- 
tern baptist  University,  Jackson,  Tcnn., 
and  will  teach,  a class  in  Theology  the 
Spring  Session.

place  in  our  esteem.  It  must  carry  itsown 
weight  with  it,  and  the  unbiased  judgment 
has  only  to  confront  the  facts. 

We  do  not  quarrel  with  the  higher  critic 
at  this  point.  On  the  other  hand,  we  can 
afford  to  go  so  far  as  to  say,  “Give  the  Bible 
a fair  hearing,  and  it  will  hear  the  closest 
scrutiny.”  But  what  will  the  higher  critic- 
do  with  the  dogmatism  of  the  first  chapter 
of  Genesis  ? Will  he-  investigate  that  chap- 
ter, by  taking  up  its  words,  getting  at  its 
thought,  summarising  its  message?  He 
simply  cannot  leave  that  chapter  without 
forming  a judgment  as  to  its  teaching  con- 
0f  tent;  and  its  message  is  so  distinct,  and 
individualistic  that  he  cannot  settle  one 
point  about  it  by  going  on  to  a latter  part 
of  the  Old  Testament.  Did  not  Estrue,  the 
father  of  higher  critics,  raise  a quarrel  be- 
tween tin.-,  first  two  chapters  of  Genesis  ? 
And  yet  no  impartial  Student  of  the  Bible 
is  compelled  to  acknowledge  his  contention. 

I maintain  that  higher  critics  one  and  all 
approach  the  Bible  with  a presupposition, 
fail  to  and  that  presupposition  is  that  the  Bible 
is  one  of  a numlx-r  of  religious  literatures. 
This  is  the  foundation  of  all  rationalistic- 
criticism.  Have  they  reached  this  conclu- 
sion bY  a comparative  study  of  the  Bible 
and  other  so-called  teligious  literatures  ? 
Certainly  not.  They!  have  by  a peculiar 
process  reduced  the  Bible  to  a plane  com- 
mon to  so-called  religious  literatures  and 
then  classified  it  wjtli  these  literatures. 
Estrue  raised  an  objection  to  Genesis,  and 
arrayed  one  part  against  another.  That 
is  precisely  the  method  of  every  higher 
critic  of  the  hour.  ' i ” 

Higher  criticism  is  not  investigation  Hut 
attack,  for  the  reason  that  it  suppresses 
^he  plainest  Biblical  utterances.  Do  you 
suppose,  for  instance,  that  there  is  a 
higher  critic-  who  will  admit  that  the  Exo- 
dus narrative  as  to  the  Burning-hush  is 
historically  true  ? That  narrative  would 
send  him  forth  upon  ever  track  of  scholas- 
tic objection  possible.  Did  a busli  really 
burn,’ and  not  burn?  . Did  Moses  really  see 
such  a sight  ? Did  he  really  hear  God’s 
voice?  Can  God  s}x-ak  ? 

To  every  one  of  these  questions  you  will 
get  an  open  or  an  implied  negative  frotn 
the  higher  critic. 

Let  us  take  an  instance  of  th?  treatment 
of  the  New  Testament: — The  Miraculous 
^ a Birth  of  Christ.  I Mease  bear  in  mind  that 
all  rationalistic  criticism  finally  gets  to  the 
doctrine  of  Christ’s  1‘t-rson.  Higher  critics 
An  unspeakable  aversion  is  felt  by  some  do  not  believe  in  the  Miraculous  Birth  ol 


tion,  whose  name  has  unfortunately  become 
associated  with  higher  criticism,  in  the 
minds  of  all  the-  ifeople. 

If  I am  asked,  \thy  these  men  attack  the 
Bible,  I reply  in  phrt  that  I do  not  know; 
in  part,  that  it  is  the  cheapest  way  to  lie- 
come  noted.  J 

If  I am  uskeff  whether  I think  these  men 
sincere,  I rvpt^tk11!1  ri^'erity  is  indispensi- 
ble  to  tlx-  miVnvldfb  ple&ees  God,  and  jt  is 
certainly  not  ah  sc  lit feonUgicn  who  d<l  not 
please  Him.  Paul  verily  thought  lie  ren- 
dered service  to  God,  in  golpg-octfya fter  the 
Christians  as  a bloody  prosecutor. 

My  concluding  remark  is,  that  owing  to 
our  present  spiritual  condition,  it  is  within 
the  bounds  of  a possibility  that  some 
things  are  more  deserving  of  attack  than 
the  Bible,  and  wouljl  prove  less  damaging 
to  the  man  who  attacked  them  : there  is 
too  much  at  stake  for  any  man  to  earn  his 
<Iailv  bread  by  attacking  the  Oracles  of 
TOod.

Ixt  me  now  gather  np  a few  points:  The 
higher  critic  deals  with  the  Biblical  con- 
tent with  the  presupposition  th.^t  lxing 
the  product  of  evolution.  It  is  to  be  classed 
with  other  So-Called  religious  - literatures. 
The  higher  critic  arbitrarily  raises  quarrels 
Ix-tween  sections  of  the  Bible  where  the  sec- 
tions do  not  necessitate  the  acknowledge- 
ment of  discrepencies.  The  higher  critic,  in 
drder  to  maintain  his  levellingtheQry,  places 
sjieeulatiye  objections  in  the  balance  against 
tJhe  plainest  possible  utterances  ot  the 
Scriptures;  and,  in  order  to  Ix'little  the 
doctrine  of  Inspiration,  he  hunts  for  and 
magnifies  diversity  of  words  apd  language 
and  turns  them  into  ground  for  destroy- 
ing faith  in  Inspiration.  Are  \Ce  not  com- 
pellril  to  see  frttack  in  this  ? 

There  is  a fatality  attaching  to  the  whole 
process  of  higher  criticism:  In  the  first 
place,  higher  criticism  contains  nothing  of 
A distinguishing  character  which  does  not, 
tn  the  hands  of  its  enemies,  insure  its  hope- 
less and  logical  identification  with  skepti- 
cism.

earned  dimes  for  a half  dozen  cigars.  We 
had  Seen  the  Big  Men  smoke  a n<l  so  we 
wanted  to  do  as  they  did.
